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ASC Chairman Says 
Get Fertilizer Now 


“Farmers in Coffee Coun 
ty should get their fertilizer 
Stocks now whether they need 
the material immediately or 
not,” says Rollan’ Day, Chair 
man of Coffee County Agricul 
tural Stabilization and Conser- 
vation (ASC) Committee. “Our 
information indicates that in 
general, fertilizer supplies are 
adequate to meet farm needs,” 
says Mr. Day, “however, there 
may be some difficulty in dis 
tribution of available supplies.” 

Chairman Day explains that 


ASCS officials, as members of 
their local USDA State and Con- ' 


nty Emergency Boards, have 
been monitoring the fuel and 
fertilizer situation across the 
eountry, Asa result, the ASCS 
Office is closely tuned in on 
both the local situation and the 
overall—national_picture thts 
year, 

“Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl L. Butz is depending on 
ASCS to monitor the local fuel 
and fertilizer situations, and 
we are making weekly reports 
back to the Secretary through 
our regular channels,” Chair 
man Day said. “The Department 
uses this information to deter 
mine what special action may 
be necessary,” 

On the basis of these weekly 
reports, the Department has de 
termined that transportation 
“erunches” could occur in a 
number of places unless far 
mers move now to fill their fer 
tilizer needs, the ASCS official 
said, 

One reason for this is that 
local dealers cannot replenish 
tNeir fertilizer stocks until 
they've moved out supplies on 
hand, the county committee ch- 
airman pointed out. This means 
that even though fertilizer com 
panies may have plenty of back 
up stocks elsewhere, they can’t 
move them into Coffee County 
until local space is available 

Our local supplies may ap 
pear adequate now, but rem 
ember that many farmers may 
be using more fertilizer than 
normal because the outlook is 
good for favorable farm pri 
ces this year,” Chairman Day 
said. “This could cause short 
ages iater,” 

Farmers who lack storage 
facilities for fertilizer may want 
to take a look at temporary 


' bins or other emergency meth- 


ods, the ASCS official said 
It’s certainly better to do a lit 
tle extra planning now than be 
caught short later,” he points 
out, 

Transportation is often im- 
portant in getting fertilizer to 
farms, Chairman Day said, be- 
cause the basic material often 
has to move across the country 

\ Another problem this yearis 
that wet fall weather last year 
kept farmers from plowing down 
fertilizer then, creating a bigger 
demand for production inputs 
this year than normal 

“All these factors together 
can spell real trouble,” the 
ASCS official said, “unless far- 
mers act now to get their fer- 
tilizer and keep fertilizer sup- 
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plies moving throughout the en 
tire transportation system. Re 
member, that even though tak 
ing delivery of fertilizer be 
fore you put it down can mean 
handling it twice, it’s better 
to double-handle your fertili 
zer than to be caught short 
this year when price prospects 
are good in most areas of the 
county,”

other tortures. He was held in 
both the North and South and 
for five years while he was in 
the South he did not see ano- 
ther American. 

“What kept you going,” I 
asked! Col. Thompson. He re- 
plied, “There were three things 
that kept me going. The first 
was faith in God. I was very 
fortunate in having a good Ch-

This is his st- 
atement: “I spoke with pilots 
captured in North Vietnam who 
had first hand knowledge that 
people who met Jane Fonda were 


tortured to the point of near in- 
sanity and were obliged to mem- 
orize statements to deliver in 
her presence and those that re- 
fused to comply were punished 
more severely later on, I th- 
ink this should be in the press 
because it should make her real 
happy about some of the things 
She did. She contributed abso- 
lutely nothing to shorten the 
war and far from it, her act- 
ivities and those of her group 
served only to prolong the war 
because this is the type of th- 
ing the Vietnamese mind will 
clamp right on to--believing 
that there is a split in our soc- 
iety and by exploiting this split 
they could gain greater conces- 
Sions in Paris. This is the rea- 
son they (North Vietnam) held 
out as long as they did. There 
is no doubt in my mind what- 
soever that her actions and 
those of other people along the 
same lines served only to pro- 
long the war. The direct ef- 
fect ihat it had on us who 
were already prisoners was 
to have this stuff thrown in 
our face; told that .we should 
think the same way and th- 
erefore, ‘you should comply 
with our demands and make 
propoganda statements.’ They 
(Fonda and others) just made 
our life miserable while we 
were there.” 

Col. Thompson commented 
further, “The North Vietnam- 
ese frequently quoted Jane Fon- 
da and Ramsey Clark and often 
quoted many of our own Con- 
gressmen who were outspcken 
and anti-war, They were quite 
ready to quote anvbody who made 
any kind of an anti-war State- 
ment.” 

Col. Thompson and his fel- 
low servicemen--those fortu- 
nate to get back--went throveh 
aliving hell, but now they are 
back and at last are giving us 
the truth about their imprison- 
ment. I hope the American 
people listen carefully to what 
they are saying. | certainly 
intend to hove more comments 
about this in the weeks and mo- 
nths ahead.

Privacy in 


Public Places 


Fire engines roar up to a house 
across the street, and you hurry 
over to watch the excitement. If 
a newspaper photograyher snaps 
your picture and you wind up on 
the front page of a local news- 
paper, has your “right of pri- 
vacy” been violated? 

The law's answer is no, Even 
though the right of privacy has 
expanded in recent years, it does 
not override the freedom of the 
press to report legitimate news. 
As a spectator at a public event, 
you were part of the news. All 
the photographer did was to re- 
cord what anyone who was there 
could have seen anyhow, 

Some people are born news- 
Worthy, some achieve newsworthi- 
ness, and some have newsworthi- 
ness thrust upon them, But, one 
and all, they are subject to the 
constitutional right of the. press 
to report what goes on in’ the 
community, 


Even if a person specifically 
forbids publicity. he does not 
thereby become immune, 

In one case, the irate father in 
a custody fight ordered reporters 
to “lay off the story, But the 
MOFy appeared anyhow with pic- 
tures. The man claimed invasion 
of his privacy. but a court decid: 
ed that he had no legal kick com- 
ing 

“There are times.” said the 
sourt, “when one, willingly or 
Hot, beeomes un auctor in an oe. 
currance of public interest. When 
this takes place, he emerges from 
his seclusion, and itis not an in- 
Sasion of privuey to publish his 
photograph with un account of 
such ovcurrance.” 

On the other hand, an item of 
information does not automati- 
cally become newsworthy just be- 
cause 4 Newspuper sees fit to print 
it. For example: 

A newspaper published a notice 
by a hardware dealer, complain- 
ing about a certain customer's un- 
paid bill. This time, when the 
customer sued the newspaper for 
invasion of his privacy, he won a 
judgment. The court said that in 
any fair sense, this private debt 
Was simply none of the public’s 
business.

Preliminary year-end crime the criminal element in our 


‘statistics show that in 1972, 


94 major American cities re- 
ported actual decrease regis- 


tered in the past 17 years. I 
was pleased to note that 3 of 
Alabama’s largest cities are 


among the national leaders, Hun- 
tsville showed a 19.9 percent 
decrease; Mobile, 15.2 percent; 
and Montgomery a 3.2 percent 
drop.

Shoe Sizes Mystify ? 
Ask John Barleycorn 


Barleycorn has been the 
means of measuring feet 
since the 14th century and 
still is the basis for the shoe- 
sizing system, according to 
Goodyear's Shoe Products 
Division, 

England's King Edward IT 
first decreed that the stand- 
ard for one inch be three 
grains of barley laid end to 
end, Shoemakers found that 
the lonyest normal foot meas- 
ured 39 barleycorns or 138 
inches, So, they called shoes 
designed to fit 13-inch feet 
size 13 

From size 18, shoemakers 
started graduating shoe sizes 
downward by barleycorns, 
not inches, A size 12 became 
38 barleycorns, or 12% 
inches; a size 11 measures 87 
barleycorns, and so on. 

When cobblers got to size 
one, however, they still had 
27 barleycorns, or nine inches 
left. Since children’s feet are 
smaller than that, sizers 
started children’s shoes at 13 
all over again and went on 
down to size 1. 

That's why children’s shoe 
sizes carry the same number- 
ing system as adult’s but are 
‘actually about two-thirds as 
long. 

Feet have become larger 
since the days of Edward II, 
but the system of one-third 
of an inch per size —one 
barleycorn—has persisted.

Allen Brown, one of our mar- 
keting specialists at Auburn, 
siad recently, “Food prices are 
heavily influenced by the price 
of feed grain, wheat and soy- 
beans.” Dozens of food items 
that are used every day thr- 
oughout the world come direct- 
ly or indirectly from these basic 
crops. 


Brown lists. several factors 
which have influenced food pri- 
ces. One is improved diplo- 
matic and trade conditions with 
both Russia and China. Russia 
has said publicly that they are 
going to improve the diet of 
their people. Grain and soy- 
bean harvest was late due to 
poor harvesting weather last 
fall. Fish meal supplies, which 
supply protein supplement for 
livestock, have been drastically 
reduced this year. Other fac- 
tors include a very strong de- 
mand for practically all crops; 
and devaluation of the dollar 
increased foreign purchasing 
power. Relatively short sup- 
plies of beef cattle in Austra- 
lia and Argentina added further 
to food prices. 

Brown concluded by saying, 
“This unusual combination of 
circumstances may never occur 
ed that food priced will begin to 
adjust to what is considered 
‘normal’ in the near future as 
the law of supply and demand 
takes effect in a normal way.”

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ASC Chairman Says 
‘Get Fertilizer Now 


“Farmers in Coffee Coun- 
ty should get their fertilizer 
stocks now whether they need 
the material immediately or 
not,” says Rollan Day, Chair- 
man of Coffee County Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Conser- 
vation (ASC) Committee. “Our 
information indicates that in 
general, fertilizer supplies are 


-adequate to meet farm needs,” 


says Mr. Day, “however, there 
may be some difficulty in dis- 
tribution of available supplies.” 

Chairman Day explains that 
ASCS officials, as members of 
their local USDA State and Cou- 
nty Emergency Boards, have 
been monitoring the fuel and 
fertilizer situation across the 
gpuntry. As a result, the ASCS 
Office is closely tuned in on 
both the local situation and the 
Overall national picture this 
year. 

“Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl L. Butz is depending on 
ASCS to monitor the local fuel 
and fertilizer situations, and 
we are making weekly reports 
back to the Secretary through 
our regular channels,” Chair- 
man Day said. “The Department 
uses this information to deter- 
mine what special action may 
be necessary.” 

On the basis of these weekly 
reports, the Department has de 
termined that transportation 
“crunches” could occur in a 
number of places unless far- 
mers move now to fill their fer- 
tilizer needs, the ASCS official 
said. 

One reason for this is that 
local dealers cannot replenish 
teir fertilizer stocks until 
they've moved out supplies on 
hand, the county committee ch- 
airman pointed out. This means 
that even though fertilizer com- 
panies may have plenty of back- 
up stocks elsewhere, they can’t 
move them into Coffee County 
until local space is available. 

Our local supplies may ap- 
pear adequate now, but rem- 
ember that many farmers may 
be using more fertilizer than 
normal because the outlook is 
good for favorable farm pri- 
ces this year,” Chairman Day 
said. “This could cause short- 
ages later.” 

Farmers who lack storage 
facilities for fertilizer may want 
to take a look at temporary 


| bins or other emergency meth- 
' ods, the ASCS official said. 


ere 


It’s certainly better to do a lit- 
tle extra planning now than be 
caught short later,” he points 
out. 

Transportation is often im- 
portant in getting fertilizer to 
farms, Chairman Day said, be- 
cause the basic material often 
has to move across the country. 

Another problem this year is 
that wet fall weather last year 
kept farmers from plowing down 
fertilizer then, creating a bigger 
demand for production inputs 
this year than normal. 

“All these factors together 
can spell real trouble,” the 
ASCS official said, “unless far- 
mers act now to get their fer- 
tilizer and keep fertilizer sup-

plies moving throughout the en 
tire transportation system. Re- 
member, that even though tak- 
ing delivery of fertilizer be- 
fore you put it down can mean 
handling it twice, it’s better 
“to double-handle your fertili- 
zer than to be caught short 
this year when price prospects 
are good in most areas of the 
county,”

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
Recently I tried to obtain an 
insurance policy but it was re- 
fused, I am told, on the basis 
of a report made by a credit 
agency. This report obviously 
was false. What can I do to 
correct the situation, and to 
clear my name? B.F,. Birmin- 
gham 

SPARKMAN: Under the Fair 
Credit Reporting Act, which was 
passed by Congress after con- 
sideration in my Banking, Hous- 
ing and Urban Affairs Commit- 
tee, there is a provision that if 
there is a dispute about what 
1S in a credit reporting ag- 
ency’s records, a re-investi- 
gation must be conducted, If 
there is still a dispute on the 
findings, the person's own ac 
count of the matter must be 
entered into the record, and 
all parties concerned must be 
communicated with by the re- 
porting agency and furnished 
your version of the matter. If 
you are unsuccessful in clear- 
ing up the situation you des- 
cribe, it may be worthwhile to 
engage an attorney to assist 
you. 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I urge you to do everything 
in your power to get the fis- 
cal policies of the United St- 
ates back on an even keel. Even 
the United States of America, 
as powerful as it is, cannot con- 
tinue to have a deficit of bil- 
lions of dollars every year and 
remain solvent. E.A.Andalusia 
SPARKMAN: | too feel that the 
United States must live within 
its means. In this regard, the 
Senate has approved a bill to 
set an absolute limit on fed- 
eral expenditures in the up- 
coming fiscal year, and has 
trimmed some seven hundred 
million dollars from the bud- 
get ceiling proposed by the Pr- 
esident. 

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I have been advised that a new 
Corps of Engineers regulation 
has been proposed which would 
authorize the establishment of 
special recreation use fees at 
all water resource development 
projects administered by. the 
Corps of Engineers. The pro- 
posal calls for a fee of $4.50 
per night for camping, and $5.00 
just to launch a boat. I do not 
believe the public should be 
made to pay for the use of 
public waterways which are 
created and paid for by tax mon- 
ies. 1 appeal to you to help 
us defeat this ill-conceived pro- 
posal. H.B., Troy. 

SPARKMAN: The proposed fees, 
in my opinion, are exorbitant 
and they would prevent many th- 
ousands of people from taking 
advantage of the water projects 
for recreation. I have expres- 
sed my opposition to these fees 
to the Corps of Engineers, and 
I intend to do all that I can to 
see that they are reduced sub- 
stantially. In addition, I have 
joined with a number of other 
Senators in introducing legis- 
lation to prevent the Corps from 
charging these fees. Natural- 
ly, I hope we are successful. 


LONGEST HELD POW TELLS HIS STORY 


CONGRESSMAN BILL DICKINSON 


Two weeks ago I had the 
pleasure of hosting a meeting 
between several members of 
Congress and LTC. Floyd Ja- 
mes Thompson, longest - held 
Avherican POW, and his lovely 
wife, Alice. Col. Thompson 
was held prisoner for just 10 
days short of nine years. 

Col. Thompson told us of 
the hardships he endured --a 
broken back upon his capture, 
humerous cases of malaria, 
beatings, starvation, being ch- 
ained inside a two foot by five 
foot bamboo cage and various 
other tortures. He was held in 
both the North and South and 
for five years while he was in 
the South he did not see ano- 
ther American. 

“What kept you going,” I 
asked! Col. Thompson. He re- 
plied, “There were three things 
that kept me going. The first 
was faith in God. I was very 
fortunate in having a good Ch- 
ristian background and | think 


when the chips are down a man 
turns to his faith more str- 
ongly than ever. Second, faith 
in my country--knowing that we 
were doing the right thing over 
there. And third, knowing that 
I had something to come home 
to--a wife and children. Most 
important--I think that a man 
without faith couldn't possibly 
come through it with a sound 
mind.” 

Commenting on the Decem- 
ber bombing, Col. Thompson 
said, “It was music to our ears. 
The nights of the 18th and 19th 
of December we stayed up ch- 
eering. This was the thing 
that finally brought the North 
Vietnamese to their senses.” 

We asked Col. Thompson wh- 
at effect the actions of Jane 
Fonda and others had on his 
imprisonment. This is his st- 
atement: “I spoke with pilots 
captured in North Vietnam who 
had first hand knowledge that 
people who met Jane Fonda were 
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tortured to the point of near in- 
sanity and were obliged to mem- 
orize statements to deliver in 
her presence and those that re- 
fused to comply were punished 
more severely later on. I th- 
ink this should be in the press 
because it should make her real 
happy about some of the things 
she did. She contributed abso- 
lutely nothing to shorten the 
war and far from it, her act- 
ivities and those of her group 
served only to prolong the war 
because this is the type of th- 
ing the Vietnamese mind will 
clamp right on to--believing 
that there is a split in our soc- 
iety and by exploiting this split 
they could gain greater conces- 
sions in Paris. This istherea- 
son they (North Vietnam) held 
out as long as they did. There 
is no doubt in my mind what- 
soever that her actions and 
those of other people along the 
same lines served only to pro- 
long the war. The direct ef- 
fect that it had on us who 
were already prisoners was 
to have this stuff thrown in 
our face: told that .we should 
think the same way and th- 
erefore, ‘you should comply 
with our demands and make 
propoganda statements.” They 
(Fonda and others) just made 
our life miserable while we 
were there.” 

Col. Thompson commented 
further, “The North Vietnam- 
ese frequently quoted Jane Fon- 
da and Ramsey Clark and often 
quoted many of our own Con- 
gressmen who were outspcken 
and anti-war. They were quite 
ready to quote anybody who made 
any kind of an anti-war state- 
ment.” 

Col. Thompson and his fel- 
low servicemen--those fortu- 
hate to get back--went threvrh 
aliving hell, but now they are 
back and at last are giving us 
the truth about their imprison- 
ment. I hope the American 
people listen carefully to what 
they are saying. I certainly 
intend to have more comments 
about this in the weeks and mo- 
nths ahead.

Privacy in 


Public Places 


Fire engines roar up to a house 
dcross the street, and you hurry 
over to watch the excitement. If 
a newspaper photograiher snaps 
your picture and you wind up on 
the front page of a local news- 
paper, has your “right of pri- 
vacy”’ been violated? 

The law’s answer is no..Even 
though the right of privacy has 
expanded in recent years, it does 
not override the freedom of the 
press to report legitimate news. 
As a spectator at a public event, 
you were part of the news. All 
the photographer did was to re- 
cord what anyone who was there 
could have seen anyhow. 

Some people are born news- 
worthy, some achieve newsworthi- 
ness, and some have newsworthi- 
ness thrust upon them. But, one 
and all, they are subject to the 
constitutional right of the. press 
to report what goes on in the 
community, 
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Even if a person specifically 
forbids publicity. he does not 
thereby become immune. 

In one case, the irate father in 
a custody fight ordered reporters 
to “lay off the story. But the 
story appeared anyhow | with pic- 
tures. The man claimed invasion 
of his privacy, but a court decid- 
ed that he had no legal kick com- 
ing, 

“There are times.” said the 
vourt, “when one. willingly or 
not, becomes un actor in an oc- 
currance of public interest. When 
this takes place, he emerges from 
his seclusion, and it is not an in- 
Susion of privacy to publish his 
photograph with un account of 
such occurrance.” 

On the other hand, an item of 
information does not automati- 
cally become newsworthy just be- 
Cause u Newspaper sees fit to print 
it. For example: 

A newspaper published a notice 
by a hardware dealer, complain- 
ing about a certain customer's un- 
paid bill. This time, when the 
customer sued the newspaper for 
invasion of his privacy, he won a 
judgment. The court said that in 
any fair sense, this private debt 
Was simply none of the public’s 
business.

CRIME REDUCTION IS GOOD NEWS BUT 
PRESSURES MUST BE MAINTAINED 


SENATOR JIM ALLEN 


Preliminary year-end crime 
Statistics show that in 1972, 
94 major American cities re- 
ported actual decrease regis- 
tered in the past 17 years. I 
was pleased to note that 3 of 
Alabama’s largest cities are 
among the national leaders.Hun- 
tsville showed a 19.9 percent 
decrease; Mobile, 15.2 percent; 
and Montgomery a 3.2 percent 
drop. 

My hat is off to the dedi- 
cated and fearless law enfor- 
cement officers who, atthe risk 
of life and limb, do their dead- 
level best to protect us from 
criminals and the criminal ele- 
ment of our society, and whose 
goal is to maintain law and or- 
der throughout the land. 

But even in the face of th- 
ese encouraging statistics, the 
problem of crime is not under 
control and it will never be un- 
der control until it can be said 
that every citizen of this na- 
tion is protected in the en- 
joyment of his God-given right 
to feel secure in his home and 
in his community. 

Law enforcement officers 
can’t do the job alone. They 
are constantly hamstrung by 
toothless penal statutes which 
do not deter the criminal ele- 
ment. They are undercut by 
courts which operate on the 
hairbrained sociological thesis 
that the Constitution was wr- 
itten to protect criminals, not 
the rights of law abiding citi- 
zens. Law enforcement offi- 
cers are demoralized by jud- 
ges who seem content to sen- 
tence convicted criminals with 
a slap on the wrist and a bored 
wave of the hands. 


It is time to get tough with 


the criminal element in our 
society whose crimes of vio- 
lence are uninhibited by cons- 
cience or fear of punishment. 
Though I feel that I am as com- 
passionate as the next one, it 
is my feeling that the death pen- 
alty must be reinstated as ade- 
terrent against such violent and 
unmerciful crimes such as kid- 
napping, assassination, sky- 
jacking and bombing of public 
buildings and killing of prison 
guards. Those who commit cr- 
imes must be given mandatory 
penalties commensurate with 
the crime. 

The law-abiding, hard- 
working, tax paying citizens of 
our nation demand no less and 


are entitled to no less thanade- 
quate protection of life and pro- 
perty from the ravages ofa mar- 
auding criminal element. 

If ever there has been goy- 
ernment action which is truly 
responsive to the needs and de- 
sires of the people, the war on 
crime is it. But the war is far 
from over. The recently re- 
leased figures on crime indi- 
cate that we are winning, but 
the fight must go on. This is 
not the ‘time to let ups That is 
why I have urged to United St- 
ates Senate to act promptly and 
favorably on the President’s 
most recent proporsals in the 
continuing war on crime.

JOHNNIE DRIGGERS-- YESTERDAY’S FARMER

It was one of those ideal 
April afternoons sunny and 
breezy - and the chat with Mr 


_and Mrs. Johnnie Driggers of 
Rt. 1, Elba, on their front por- 
ch made the visit ideal also 


Mr. Driggers is a farmer - 
a mule farmer - a rare sight 


in these days of mechanized 
farming. From the porch we 
could see his curving rows, 


just about ready for Spring pl- 
anting. When asked how much 
the wet weather had set him 
back, Mr. Driggers said “It 
hasn’t hurt me - I don’t usual- 
ly plant til late anyway. 

His planting will consist of 
about 11 acres of peanuts and 
a little corn - “Just enough to 
feed the cows and mules.” He 
cultivates this small acreage 
“A row at a time,” with his two 
mules - tall, brown “Joe” and 
small gray “Pet.” 

Joe is the young one - he’s 
only 10 years old - and spooky. 
His sharp ears shot up each 
time the camera clicked, and 
his master had to continually

call out “Whoa” to keep him 
still around this stranger, Old 
Pet, in harness next to him, 
stood quiet and still, taking no 
notion of her picture being tak- 
en, seemingly uncaring for much 
of anything in these waning ye- 
ars 

Pet has been withthe farmer 
for 6 or 7 years, but “I don’t 
know how old she is. I got her 
from Mr. Jess Brooks.” (I 
know how old she is - she’s 
ageless!) He’s had Joe for 
about 4 years and got him from 


a Mr. Hersey. “He’s a good 
mule -” said Mr. Driggers con- 
fidently; - “but he can plow 
you down,” interspersed Mrs. 
Driggers, with a smile and a 
twinkle 


A. slender, spry woman, she 
says “this is the last year with 
this farming business - I’mtired 
of it - the chickens, cows and 
everything. I’ve done it a long 
time.” The glamour of it all 
escapes her. Her husband was 
inclined to agree with her “be- 
cause of my age (he’s 75), but 
I might feel different come 


next Spring,” and he chuckled 
deeply and heartily. 

It’s my feeling that it will 
be difficult for this life-long 
friend of the fields to give up 
his farming. Asked if he th- 
ought it made him feel better 
to be outside working on the 
farm,he replied with another of 
his happy chuckles “I don’t 
know - I’ve never tried any 
other way; I just don’t know.” 

“] just hold onto this to 
have a little something to do. 
It’s just a little thing - the mules 
do okay.” 

It takes him about three weeks 
to break his ground and then 
about three more days to “row 
it up.” Then he drops his 
seed with his old-time, one-row 
planter and fertilizes with a 
distributor, equally old-timey. 
But, “I usually get someone to 
help me plant the peanuts so 
that I can get it done quicker.” 
He also gets someone with a 
tractor to help him dig and har- 
vest the peanuts in the Fall; he 
pulls the corn himself by hand. 

“Yes, mules may be a lit-

Shoe Sizes Mystify ? 
Ask John Barleycorn 


Barleycorn has been the 
means of measuring feet 
since the 14th century and 
still is the basis for the shoe- 
sizing system, according to 
Goodyear’s Shoe Products 
Division, 

England’s King Edward II 
first decreed that the stand- 
ard for one inch be three 
grains of barley laid end to 
end, Shoemakers found that 
the longest normal foot meas- 
ured 89 barleyeorns or 18 
inches, So, they called shoes 
designed to fit 18-inch feet 
size 13, 

From size 18, shoemakers 
started graduating shoe sizes 
downward by barleycorns, 
not inches, A size 12 became 
38 barleycorns, ov 12% 
inches; a size 11 measures 37 
barleycorns, and so on. 

When cobblers got to size 
one, however, they still had 
27 barleycorns, or nine inches 
left. Since children’s feet are 
smaller than that, sizers 
started children’s shoes at 13 
all over again and went on 
down to size 1, 

That’s why children’s shoe 
sizes carry the same number- 
ing system as adult's but are 
actually about two-thirds as 
long. 

Feet have become larger 
since the days of Edward II, 
but the system of one-third 
of an inch per size —one 
barleycorn—has persisted.

Shoe Sizes Mystify ? 
Ask John Barleycorn 


Barleycorn has been the 
means of measuring feet 
since the 14th century and 
Still is the basis for the shoe- 
sizing system, according to 
Goodyear's Shoe Products 
Division, 

England’s King Edward II 
first decreed that the stand- 
ard for one inch be three 
grains of barley laid end to 
end, Shoemakers found that 
the longest normal foot meas- 
ured 89 barleycorns or 13 
inches, So, they called shoes 
designed to fit 13-inch feet 
size 13, 

From size 18, shoemakers 
started graduating shoe sizes 
downward by barleycorns, 
not inches, A size 12 became 
88 barleycorns, ov 12% 
inches; a size 11 measures 37 
barleycorns, and so on. 

When cobblers got to size 
one, however, they still had 
27 barleycorns, or nine inches 
left. Since children’s feet are 
smaller than that, sizers 
started children’s shoes at 13 
all over again and went on 
down to size 1. 

That’s why children’s shoe 
sizes carry the same number- 
ing system as adult’s but are 
actually about two-thirds as 
long. 

Feet have become larger 
since the days of Edward II, 
but the system of one-third 
of an inch per size —one 
barleycorn—has persisted.

Allen Brown, one of our mar- 
keting specialists at Auburn, 
siad recently, “Food prices are 
heavily influenced by the price 
of feed grain, wheat and soy- 
beans.” Dozens of food items 
that are used every day thr- 
oughout the world come direct- 
ly or indirectly from these basic 
crops. 


Brown lists several factors 
which have influenced food pri- 
ces. One is improved diplo- 
matic and trade conditions with 
both Russia and China. Russia 
has said publicly that they are 
going to improve the diet of 
their people. Grain and soy- 
bean harvest was late due to 
poor harvesting weather last 
fall. Fish meal supplies, which 
supply protein supplement for 
livestock, have been drastically 
reduced this year. Other fac- 
tors include a very strong de- 


‘mand for practically all crops; 


and devaluation of the dollar 
increased foreign purchasing 
power. Relatively short sup- 
plies of beef cattle in Austra- 
lia and Argentina added further 
to food prices. 

Brown concluded by saying, 
“This unusual ‘combination of 
circumstances may never occur 
ed that food priced will begin to 
adjust to what is considered 
‘normal’ in the near future as 
the law of supply and demand 
takes effect in a normal way.”

Sales Up Profit 
Down Reports 
Dorsey 


The Dorsey Corporation (NY 
SE), manufacturer of glass and 
plastic containers and cargotr- 
ailers, has ‘announced that sp- 
iraling costs of raw materials 
and supplies and disrupted pro- 
duction caused by a plant fire 
in Florida were major factors 
contributing to lower first quar- 
ter profits despite an increase 
in shipments. 

Net sales for the first three 
months ended March 3), 1973 
rose to $30,112,000 from $27, 
105,000 in the first quarter of 
1972. Net earnings decreased 
to $616,000, or $.20 per share 
on a fully diluted basis, from 
$1,073,000, or $.35, a year ear- 
lier. 

In making the announcement, 
Herbert L. Oakes, president, 
noted that soaring prices for 
materials affected all three of 
the company’s operating divisi- 
ons. Only in the cargo trail- 
er division, he added, were cost 
increases more than offset by 
greater increases inshipments. 
in addition, glass container sal- 
es were lower than a year ago, 
reflecting a condition which has 
prevailed throughout the indus- 
try during the early part of 1973. 

Noting that a price increase 
for glass containers has been 
announced for June 1, Mr. Oakes 
said: “We expect, therefore, 
that during the second half of 
the depressed level of the first 
the year the glass container div- 
ision will show improved pro- 
fitability over the depressed le- 
vel of the first quarter.” In the 
plastic container division, he 
said, selective price increases 
instituted in March “have begun 
to lessen the squeeze onthe div- 
ision’s profitability.” 

During the quarter, a leas- 
ed plastic container plant inOr- 
lando was destroyed by fire, and 
although major equipment was 
salvaged and returned to service 
in another leased facility in the 
area, the cost of maintaining 
service to customers had a sig- 
nificant effect on the division’s 
profitability. 

The cargo trailer division, 
Mr. Oakes said, “is enjoying a 
good year, and indications are 
that the pace of shipments will 
remain strong for the balance 
of 1973.” 

“As we look ahead,” he con- 
cluded, “the disappointing resu- 
Its of the first quarter should 
not, we believe, be considered 
a reflection of the year as a 
whole. Although many problems 
remain with us, particularly the 
uncertainty of future material 
and fuel costs and availability, 
we feel reasonably confident that 
the balance of the year will show 
greater profitability than has 
been shown to date.”
